A New Political Organization 
in Ireland, 


What has been catled an “inaugural ; 
public meeting ofthe Home Government 
Association” has béeu held in the rooms ot 
the Association in Grafton street, Dublin, 
The Lord Mayor presided, and a large 
number of citizens of influence attended, 
The «bject of the Association is to obtam a 
domestio Government of their own upon the 
federative principle, and one of the argu- 
ments used in favorof the scheme is that 
the English Parliament is so over-worked 
that a mass of Scotch and Irish business has 
to be abandoned at the close of every sea 
sion. Itis contended thatthe business of 
the country at large -has so increased that 
one Parliament cannot do justice toi, In 
explaining his views on the subject, Mr, 
Tsaac Butt, Q. O., enunciated the singular 
doctrine that, inthe event ofthe Govern- 
ment ignoring the claims set forth, “the 
consequence must of necessity fall on 
England, and not on Ireland,”—just as il 
the sister isle had a peculiar exemption 
from things evil. The reporter, however, 
and not Mr, Butt is answerable, itis suspect- 
ed, tor the awkward way in whioh this is 
pat. What Mr. Butt meant to say was that 
England—and Scotland, too, for that matter 
—would suffer from the neglect ot legu 
tion, and therefore it was to the interest of 
both to bring some pressure to bear in favor 
ot Ireland legislating in her own domestic 
concerns, The: organization is a very 
powerful one, if wemay yudge from the 
names al ila members.

Letter from the Nor’-West. 
Nonrtn-West ANGLE, 


September 27th, 1870. i 

Having promised you when closing my 
last from Fort Francis, to write, if possible, 
from this point, I shall endeavor to fulfil 
my engagement and finish a letter in time 
to send it off by some of the Dawson Voy- 
ageursa, who are just leaving for Thunder 
Bay. I believe I mentioned in my last that 
Mr. MeVicar, having discharged all our 
Indians and sent them back to Shebandow 
an Lake, were to leave Fort Francis at 
once. Our party, consisting of Mr. Mc- 
Vicar, McDonald and myself,(Mr, McKellar 
having returned from Fort Francis) was 
augmented by Licut. Peebles, and a N. C. 
officer, and Private of the 1st Ontario Bat- 
talion, and we set out on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, the 20th inst., in company with 
Mr, Graham (Mr. Dawson, Superintendent) 
and three boats loaded with supplies for 
Fort Garry. Our old guide, Ke-wa-din, 
(“north wind”) led in his canoe, accom- 
panied by one of his squaws, aud we dis- 
cenced the grandest of rivers—Rainy River. 
This river commencing, or rather forming 
an outlet from Rainy Lake, just above Fort 
Francis, is, without exception, the most 
magnificent stream that it has ever been my 
good fortune to traverse. In width it is 
about one-third (possibly more) that of the 
Bay of Quinte, at Belleville, and runs in a 
winding direction for 75 or 80 milos,empty- 
ing into the Lake of the Woods. Its banks 
are of a uniform height of the richest soil, 
and clad with the beautiful moss so abund- 
ant in the Nor’-West country. The woods, 
also, present a strange’ contrast to the gon- 
erally dark (except in the case of maple 
groves) forests of Ontario. The trees, 
whether poplar or birch, I know not, are 
of very light tint, like silver maple, and so 
regular and uniform in siae as to give the 
country along the banks of the river the 
appearance of a vast hop yard or plenta- 
tion, The waters of Rainy River are of a 
depth—except at three points—rapids, ob- 
stacles easily overcome ; sufficient I should 
think to permit of steamers of the size of

It is estimated, says tho New York Mer- 
cantile Journal, that there arein tho United 
States and Canada 1,000 factories, whose 
production 1s equal to 117,250 boxes, The 
choose made in the United States and Ca- 
nada in 1867 reached 215,000,000 Ibs., and 
in Great Britain, to 400,000,000 Ibs., leaving 
4 deficiency over the joint-production of the 
‘wo countries of 75,000,000 Ibs. The 
deficiency was supplied by Holland and 
Belgium, The principal States engaged in 
the manufacture of cheese in this country 
are New York, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylyania, Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin. Western - New York, the 
Western Reserve, and some sections of 
Illinois and Michigan, enjoy a deservedly 
reputation for the excellent qualities of the 
products of the daries, England has long 
been justly celebrated forthe abundance 
and superior quality of its chéese, Cheshire, 
Sulton, Derbyshire, Soffolk, and Cheddar, 
are the best known varieties. Gouda cheese, 
the best made in Holland, is very pungent, 
which proserves it from mites; and this 
pungency is attributed to the fact, that 
munatic acid is used in curdling the milk 
instead of rennet. Parmésan cheese, mada 
at Parma, in Italy owes its rich flayor to the 
fine sweet herbage of the meadow along the 
Ro, where the cows are pastured.

ing on how to keep the cream, 


We merely give what our eminent con- 
temporary says, without vouching for its 
correctness... Says the Agriculturist ; 

Stone jars are sweeter for cream,im our 
catimation, than tin ones.) When the first 
skimming of cream is deposited add one 
tea-spootol of salt and one heaping tea- 
epoonfulof saltpetre, At évery fresh skim- 
ming mix the. whole contents of the jar 
thoroughly, taking care that no particles 
shall collect around’the edges. A clean cloth 


inside perfectly dry down to the cream. 
Half of the cream 1s spoiled before it is 
made into butter by neglecting this precau- 
tion.” The saltpetro prevents any tendency 
to mould or bitterness. We consulted the 
highest chemical authority in the State as 
to its properties, and were assured that a 
ten-spoonful in six quarts of cream could 
not be in the last degree injurious, It 
makes no difference fn the taste of the but- 
termilk, which 1s used for many culinary 
purposes and drank by several members of 
the family, but it does improve the sweet— 
ness and purity of the butter. Small stone 
jars are preferable to large ones. They can

The opening of the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum in Bolleville, and the speeches 
doliveret by the members of the Ontario 
Government, have proved a regular wind 
fall tor the Grits of Ontario. Every Grit 
sheet, from the extreme East to the farthest 
West, has had its fling at the Attorney 
General. His plain manner of speaking 
presents sucha striking contrast to that of 
the shilly-shally whining ot his opponents, 
that it has struck torror into their ranks, and 
from the Toronto organ down to the Simooe 
Braminer, we have had doleful music, 
suflicient to ‘‘sioken a horse,” 

The Hon, John Sandfield Macdonald's 
declaration, that he would stick to his 
friends so long as they stuck to him, has 
produced comment sufficient to fill vol- 
umes.

whero else; but as the building had to be 
erected in some part of the Province, they 
had as good aright to itas any one else, 
sod more so, because Governments bad 
never done anything for this County, and 
because the site was one of the best in 
Canada. Such was, and is their position. 
It is a straight-forward honest one, 
which neither they nor the Government 
have any cause to be ashamed.

In a previous issue I ondeayored to explain 
the condition of the deaf mute in bis natural

L{roforrod to the wisdom of Govern- 
ments In providing Asyluma for tholr education 
and training in some mechanical or professional 
éalling at the public exponao, and hinted the 
importance of obtaining teachers who are not 
only well acqaninted with tho beat system of 
imparting oducation, but should also bo men of 
irroproachablo morals and firmly groanded with

fenestra rotunda, and internally with the Inter- 
nal auditory canal, which conveys the duditory 
nerve from the cranial cayity to the loternal 
gar, The reader will bear in mind that all the 
oponings referred to aro lined with what Is 
called mucous membrane. The mucous lining of 
the mouth, throat, nose and eyes, being con- 
nected throughout, although slightly different 
na to arrangement, that portion from the throat 
is continuous with, and serves as Nolng for the 
Eustachian tube leading into the ear, where it 
is continuous with, aod forms the highly sen- 
sitive delicate mucous mombraue of the In- 
ternal ear, the tympanum, &c. I will explain 
by and by, the importance of this mucous 
surface, when occupled with the diseases of the 
various parts. 


A short explanation fn refereuce to the con- 
Yoyance of sound is necessary, The vibrations 
ot a wounding body act upon the alr and pro 
duces soulferous undulations, These cuter the 
external auditory passage, and cause vibration 
of tho membrana tympani, The vibratory mo- 
tion is successlyely conyeyed to the ossleula, or 
small bones, to the fenistra ovalis, and thence 
to tho labyrinthic fluid, which, belog wet in 
motion, acts by compression on the auditory 
nerve. The internal sensation ls produced by 
the nerves conveying the impression to the 
brain, and it then remalos for memory and os- 
sociation to complete the process, and to show 
the relation which exists between the external 
agent and the internal impression, ‘The pres- 
ence of air in the tympanic cavity, too, serves a 
double purpose. In the first place it preserves 
a unlformjtemperature on the outer surface of 
tho foncstral membranes, and thus supports a 
fixed elasticity In them, which would not be the 
case If thoy were fully exposed to ordinary at- 
mospheric changes; and secondly, the action of 
the chain of ossiclos as conductors of sound is 
materially increased by their belog completely 
surrounded by air, a4 is obylous from the firat 
principles of acoustics, Sound ls conducted to 
the labyrinth in three ways, fret, by the chain 
of bones; second, by the air in the tympanic 
cayity; and third, by the bones of the head. I 
will point out directly why sound is interfered 
with by inflammation of the mucous lining, but 
forthe present will take a glance at tho diseases 
Mable to affect the mucous membranies, and 
how they are transferred from one to another,

OF THE NEW YORK STATE METHO- 
DIST CONVENTION, HELD AT 
SYRACUSE, FRB, 22d, 28d, 24th, 1870, 


Resolved, 1st, That no man hasa right 
to sink his citizenship in his religion, nor 
to surrender his manhood to any man or 
any number of men; Christians should 
therefore be intelligent, active, and thor- 
ough inevery department of government 
by the people, 

Resolved, 2d, That the moral element 
ought to be vital and controlling 1n politics, 
and Christian men are under special obli- 
gations to make energetic and persistent 
efforts to secure this result, 

Resolved, 8d, That drunenkness, and 
supplying in any way intoxicating beve- 
rages, are crimes against the State; they 
should therefore be suppressed, not sanc” 
tioned by the law.

Killed in the Act. 


A MAN'S HEAD BLOWN OFF IN THE COMMI8- 
SION OF CRIME—INDENTIFIOATION OF 
THE BODY—IT 18 CLAIMED BY RELA- 
TIVES—~AKRREST OF A GUNSMITH, 


From the New York Herald. 

From information received from Captain 
Cameron and other sources, it appears that 
during the past seven months three differ- 
ent attempts have been made by burglars 
to forcibly enter the gun store and shop of 
Joseph D'Agostoine, 201 East Twenty- 
third street. The pointof attack was a 
xear window, and tho proprietor devermin~ 
ed to set a trap in which the burglars 
would be caught in case they revisited his 
premises. Accordingly, forseyeral nights 
past Mr, D’Agostoine, on leaving his place, 
arranged a musket loaded with slugs near 
the rear window, and by means of strings 
formed a combination with the shutter so 
that in the event of the window being tam- 
pered with the charge in the musket 
would explode, Thus matters stood on 
Monday evening when the place was closed, 
and yesterday morning Mr. D'Agostaine on 
entering the store was not a little surprised 
to find the dead body ofa man lying out- 
side of the rear window with the top of the 
head nearly carried away by the charge 
from the musket. The horritled gunmaker 
immediately notified Captain Cameron,who 
caused the remains of the alleged burglar 
to be removed to the Morgue to await an 


official investigation and identification — 
The affair rapidlyepread throughout the 
Eighteenth ward, creating the most intense 
excitement, especially among the crime- 
committing portion of the people, who 
flocked to the scene of the tragedy and 
also tothe Morgue to seethe body. Of 
the hundreds who called at the Morgue 
during the day was Mr. William J, Bing- 
ham, living at No. 841 East Twenty 
third street, who, on seeing the dead 
body, instantly recognized it as that of 
his brother-in-law, George Tweedle, 
asingle man, twenty-three years of age, 
born in Ireland and by occupation a mach- 
inist. Mr, Bingham, with whom deceased 
lived, gave him a good character, and said 
he had never known of his beiny in serious 
trouble, The friends are loth to believe 
that Tweedle was in the act of committing 
burglary at the time he was shot, but are 
unable to account for his being at the gun 
store after it had been closed for the night. 
A small chisel and part of a broomstick, 
evidently implements used by deceased and 
found beside the body, give the case a bad 
appearance, The body when found was 
carefully laid out with the arms crossed, 
which fact raises a strong presumption 
that he had accomplices, who had aban- 
doned the body immediately after the tra- 
gic occurrence. Oaptain Cameron appre- 
hended D’Agostoine, the gunsmith, and 
held him at the atation house to await the 
result of an examination.

A 
roliitary council was held at Versailles on Wed- 
nesday morning, in which Count Blamarck par- 
tlelpated, In the alterooor Theirs was closeted 
with Bismarck for a lovg time. 

Bismarck, replylog to Earl Grinyille’s offer 
of mediation through’ Count Befnstorff, says 
there will be no obstacle offered by him to the

Assembly, but the consent of the French Pro- 
vielonal Government to the holding of such 
elections is wanting. He fears that Paris in 
misinterpreting England's motive in offering 
to mediate is thereby encoursged to prolong 
realstance.

The following important despatch from 
the Colonial Secretary has been published 
in the ‘Official Gazette’ of Ottawa, by 
which it will be seen that the Imperial 
Government do not belieye the people of 
Canada desire a separation from the mother 
country, and therefore decline to discuss a 
question of so much importance; at the 
same time intimating that England is not 
likely to fight with the Colonies to perpetu- 
ate a union if not desired by the latter. 
The Nova Scotians are plainly told they 
haye got to remain in the union and make 
the best of it:

October 8th, 1870. 


Sur,--I have received and laid before the 
Queen your Despatch No, 201, of the 7th of 
September, in which you enclose an address 
to Her Majesty, from the House of Assembly 
f Nova Scotia. 

I observe that this address was agreed to 
bythe Assembly, on the 16th of April, it 
only Yeached this Country on the 21st of Sep- 
tember, If this delay rests with the Provin- 
clal Government, I can scarcely bo wrong in 
inferring that they do not attach that im- 
portance to the address whichon its face 
it would appear to deserve. I lose, however, 
no time in acknowledging it. The House of 
/ Assembly request to be informed: firat,wheth- 
er should the Domition of Canada claim to be 
made Independent, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are preparedto acquiesce insuch a 
measure, and to permit the Dominion to as- 
aume the position of a free and independent 
nation, and secondly, whether if the people 
of any one of the Confederated Provinces dis- 
satisfied with the Confederation, desired in- 
dependence, Her Majesty would be graciously 
pleased to get it free,

Tn answer to the first question Ihave to 
state that Her Majesty's Government have 
no reason to doubt that the people of Canada 
are sincerely desirous of maintaining unim- 
paired the existing connection with the rest 
of the Empire, and they, therefore, think it 
unnecessary to enter into a discussion aa to 
whatmight bethe polley of the Country 
towards the Dominion ifn different state of 
elrcumstances were to arise, 


But I may observe that whilst Her Majes- 
ty’s Government have ever been ready to as- 
sist in preserving a connection based upon 
the free will of the people of British North 
America, the Assembly cannot be ignorant of 
the discinlination of this Country to interfere, 
by force,with the wishes of the Colonists, 
With respect to the second question, I have 
to observe that it is not within the legal pow- 
er of the sovereign todismember the Domin- 
jon of Canada, and that Her Majosty would 
View with great regret any attempt to dis- 
turb a Union, which as she believes, is 
calculated to promote the security of every 
Province included in it. 
Tn conclusion Lam to express Her Majesty's 
satisfaction at the assurance of the continued 
loyalty and attachment of the people of Nova 
Scotia, and Her confident expectation that 
further experience of the results of the Union 
with Her North American Dominions will 
remoya the apprehensions which are enter- 
tained by the Assembly, and will prove that 
in nssenting to this Union the Imperial Par- 
liament has laid the foundation of a great 
and prosperous community, in which Nova 
Scotia will exerciso the influence justly due 
to the vigor of her inhabitants, and to tho 
important maritime position of its torritory

No, 40 of these papers contains a state~ 
Ment of the personal property of the 
Emperor although we have been recently 
told that his Majesty, wedded to fatalism, 
had sayed nothing. 


“From 1862 to 1866, and probably to 
the end of his reign, Nopoleon IIL, had an 
open account with Baring Brothers in 
London. The memoranda, which announce 
the balance of this account from year to 
year, offer nothing remarkable—a numbe:

Flooring 


Bricks or pavement of any kind are the 
worst ofall materials for the floor ; they 
retain moisture, whether atmospheric or 
arising from insufficient drainage ; and thus 
the temperature is kept low where warmth 

jx moatiassontial, and ‘disvases too oftou 
follow, especially rheumatic attacks of the 
feet and legs. The flooring of a pouliry 
house shoul be of dry gravel, and quite 
loose to the deyth of two or three inches— 
nothing can there adhere to it; and itis no 
necessary nor right to sweep the floor of a 
poultry house. A-broom may be drawn 
lightly oyer the surtace and everything of- 
fensiye tothe smell removed; butif turned 
with a spade twice or thrice a week, the 
earth leodorizes the dung and becomes a 
good fertilizer ih the course ot a few months,

Ata distance of 17 miles from the Hud- 
son Bay Port, the road crosses White Pine 
River, a stream about the sizeof the Moira. 
There is no bridge acrossit yet,so we were, 
like others, obliged to ford it, a not over 
difficult undertaking at this season. Whito 
Pino River takes its name from a grove of 
pine growing along its banks, and which 
we were told are the only piae trees to be 
found in a section of country some hund- 
red miles in extent, When within about 
seven miles of the river, the road hitherto 
beautiful, is gradually transformed like a 
dissolving view, into new, and if anything 
still more beautiful scenes, each turn in 
the road seeming (like the revolution of a 
Kaleidoscope) to present sume new and 
varied change. Imagine a road running 
through a splendid grove of poplars, a 
distance of some seven miles, like an 
avenue, and as Joyel asa table, Lt reminds 
mo of the long driveat Windsor, Road 
making here seems a pleasant pastime, 
compared with what itis in Ontario, and 
Tcould not but conclude that settlera 
would not suffer. much from the severity of 
Statute Labor, It is hardly to be wonder- 
ed at the rapidity with which this road is 
being opened, When the labor, after 
runoing the ling, consists merely of falling 
the trees, and cutting off the stumps even 
with the ground, when the road presents 
itselfas neatand clean as the Oollege 
Avenue in Toronto, A few miles from the 
river the road connects with the old Snow 
Road, aud from this to Pointde Chene is 
known as the Snow Road, Game is but 
tolerably plentiful, except caribeo, which 
Mr, Lonsdale, the foreman upon the road, 
says are frequently to be seen in numbers, 
near the road, and sometimes come close 
to hiscamp, Being now near the plains, 
and night coming on, we set about camp- 
ing for the night, having travelled rather 
over forty miles since morning. We had 
just turned in Prairie fashion under the 
carts, when Old Nolin, our guide (always 
in trouble) appeared, and told us that he 
would like to push on as far as this house, 
17 miles farther, where we could pass the 
night, and after resting aportion of the 
nextday, continueon and reach Win- 
nipegthat night, or early the following 
morning. Not alittle surprised at his 
sudden freak, particularly after his growling 
and complaning for several hours previously 
that the horses were used up, and unable 
to proceed, we readily consented to the 
plan, andina few moments more were 
again upon the move towards Old Nolia’s 
“chateau,” at Point de Chene, which was 
reached between 3 and 4 A, M, 

When within four miles of Point de 
Chene (Oak Point) we passed a large three 
story building, erected by Mr. Snow, asa 
depot for supplies, while working upon 
the road last winter, Tho sight of this es- 
tablishment (a novelty out here) served to 
raise our spirits, which thermometer-like 
had fallen to a point bordering upon zero 
from the coldness of the night. The fol- 
lowing day was cold und wet, so we con 
cluded to remain over for the day at 
Nolin’s, and start for Winnipeg on the 
morrow. In order to relieve the mono- 
tony ol a wet day, Messrs, Graham and 
McVicar started across the farm for afew 
hours sport among the prairie chickens or 
pheasants, as they are termed by the halt- 
breeds, To say they are plentiful would 
scarce convey to you an idea of the num- 
bers which we sat shot and failed to shoot 
for want of ammunition, which unfor- 
tunately for us had giyen out just when 
they were the most numerous, Ag an in- 
stance of hen-tame prairle-fowl are upon 
acold morning: while we were at break- 
fast, Mile. Nolin directed our attention 
to a number of the birds settling upon 
4 fence quite in the dooryard, and scarce- 
ly ten yards from the house. Several of 
these Mr, McVicar easily secured, by cool- 
ly raising the window and firing from 
within the house, a proceeding which did 
not concern our hostess or her family io 
One thing lremarked at 
Oak Polnt, which is that a half-breed 
never goes out, even to cross his farm 
vunly, or visit his neighbor, without taking 
bis gun and powder horn, and he seldom 
return§ without m goodly number of 
prairic fowls. 

Aller many salutations of “Bon voyage”? 
from the Nolin family we found ourselyes 
oo0e more upon the road which from Oak 
Point onwards traverses a Prairie Country, 
It is a peculiar sensation, and one not easily 
described, that onv experiences when alter

The general impression in the United 
States is that England hes reached her 
zenith, and that for years past she has 


made scarevly any perceptible progress in 


Population. Asa general rule cities, when 


annual augmentation, Taking the entire 
of France the growth of the population is 
remarkably small, although France sends 
out no swarms of emigrants ; whereas from 
tho British Isles the annual exodus removes 
halfa million souls. Nevertheless the cen- 
Sus returns show important guins through- 
out the United Kingdom, and London is 
conspicuous for its accession of population.

: | in that city. ‘Ihe increase has consequent- 
ly been 1,089,652 within 21 years—a growta 


490dh } which casts many American cities into the 


shade, There have «been 225,822 pew 
houses built, and 1,080 miles of new streets 
added tothe charge of the police within 
that period of time. [One can hardly 
grasp the idea ofa city contaming us many 
inhabitants as there are in the Dominion ; 
or twenty five'cities each the size of Mon- 
treal rolled into one.] Historians differ so 
widely as to the population of Romeat the 
summit of its prosperity that we are unable 
to decide whether jt approached or fell 
short of London in our days. 


Some authors speak of six and seven 
millions, but a liberal allowance for the 
area occupied leads to the supposition that 
allthe statements which deal in’ millions 
are exaggerated. We fancy we are quite 
safe in asserting that no instance can be 
adduced, in ancient or modern history, of 
any city adding 1,089,052 to its population 
within the brief interval of twenty-one 
years; and if London progresses at this 
rate for the remainder of the century, those 
Whoglive till 1900 will witness the maryel- 
lous spectacle of a city numbering five 
million souls, Military writers are dis- 
cussing the prudence of fortifying strong 
positions in the vicinity of London. No 
doubt the siege of Paris suggests such 
precautions, but it js difficalt to understand 
any army of invasion mustering troops 
enough to face a population that ought to 
be able to turn out seven hundred thousand 
fighting men, The city of Paris is ‘said to 
coutain two millions, though those oum 
bers have been recruited from the tarming 
classes, who fled within the walls for safety, 
but even the two millions manage to pro-~ 
vide soldiera enough to keep the main 
Prussiun army at bay, and furnish King 
William with more occupation than he 
relishes, The wonderful feature in the or- 
ganization of London life is thatthe im- 
mense multitude is watched over, property 
and life protected, and outbreaks suppress 
od by a small force of 6,700 police, The 
actual number is 7,784, but deducting men 
on leave and on the sick list, there are not 
above 7,000 avatlable for actual service, or 
one policeman for each 500 inhabitants, 
Yet no city in the world can be named 
where personal liberty is better secured, 
while the aptitude and intelligence of the 
force attracts the attention and extorts the 
admiration of toroignera,

To the Editor of the Montreal Herald, 

Srm,—I have this day read your leading ar. 
ticle of the 8rd inat about the decorations of 
the Order of St, Michael and St George, so 
deservedly bestowed upon Colonels W. Os~ 
borne Smith, McEachern, Chamberlin and 
Fletcher, for their services during the recent 
Fenian raid, and I entirely agree with you in 
hoping that the aame distinction may be con- 
ferred upon officers who also have served 
most gallantly inthe Fenian invasion of 
1886, and who fought #0 well at Ridgeway 
as they did, 
I cannot, however, sallow that Colonel 
Booker failed in utterly routing the Fenians 
because he did not recelye the necessary sup- 
port which had been promised him, asit is a 
well known fact that he left Port Colborne 
long before the hour named by Col, Peacocke, 
and had it not been for the unfortunate 
alarm about cavalry he would have defeated 
them, 
By some mistako—which I cannot account 
for—my despatch giving a detailed account 
of the operations against the Fenians was 
neyer published, and, indeed a copy of it was 
never sent to the Governor, Lord Monck,and, 
consequently my opinion of the gallant con- 
duct of the Yolunteera at Ridgeway was not 
made public, 


T regret {t much, as had my despatch been 
published, I feel sure that many officers and 
men of the volunteers—who aa you aay felt 
they were left most unfairly and upjustly 
almost behind a cloud—would have seen that 
it really was not the caso, 


I trust, however, that the Imperial Goy- 
ernment will decorate some of these officers 
for thelr gallant wervices, and I phall be yory 
glad to see Colonel Booker’s name amongst 
the recipients, as I never for one moment, 
dolibted his courage in the field, however, 
much I regretted he did not completely beat 
the Fenians at Ridgeway.

An experience of thirty years in the use

is any straw or cornstalks thrown into the 
yard. ‘The former, not needed for bedding 
the stock stabled, 18 hauled directly to some 
grasatield and spread evenly on the surface. 
‘Tho stalks of Indian corn T have topped 
and the toy stalks only are hauled from 
the field for feeding. “These are chopped, 
moistened and mixed with ground.feed, 
and ure equally well adapted 1 feeding 
Horses, cows, or fattening cattle. The 
butt of the stalks I chop off at the surluce 
of the ground during the winter, and lay 
them in the furrow and plow them in. 

As every farmer requires a portion of 
manure every year in a fine and decompos- 
ed stat, for raising garden vegetables, I 
provide for that by composting all the re- 
tuseof the farm not provided as above. 
To this I add as much stable maniire ns is 
required to produce the desired quantity ot 
compost,

French Correspondence, 

Awizns, Oct. 29th, 1870. 
The French have uo faith in the projected 
armistice, From personal couveraation with 
men ofall parties, from a careful perusal 
of the provincial press of all shades, the 
mission of Thiers to Bismarck is regarded 
asa foregone failure. Whether France be 
aware of her real position, whether her con- 
fidence be justified that she can yet com- 
mand time to equip armies to Tepel the 
enemy, she ts at all eyents resolved not 
to conclude any treaty, which will demand 
the cession of her territory, The French 
are asstubborn on this point, as the Ger- 
mans are on the contrary, for the principle 
ot yielding territory or guarding st, rests not 
with Gambetta or Bismarck, but with their 
respective peoples. That French bounda— 
nes will be altered Tuetonia is determined 
upon, that they shall not, Gaul is passion- 
ately resolved to prevent. 

Itis difficult to comprehend the role of 
England in face of this antagonism, Unless 
she has found a way out ol tbe labyrinth, it 
would be better to allow the war to find its 
natcral solution. Already she ig suspected 
of making this effort first, from a spirit of 
self-interest, aud second, to cover the retreat 
of Prossia. The fact of the German troops 
in these quarters haying to fall back or 
concentrate before the insurrectional attitude 
of the people, the growing obstinacy of the 
French troops in several recent engage— 
ments, the patriotic character of Paris, tend

Lord Kimberly gives some remarkable 
statistical results which followed the pas- 
sage of the Act providing for compulsory 
vaccination in Ireland. He informs us that 
during the ten years previous to the 
passing of the Act, the deaths in Ireland 
averaged 8,000; bnt that in the seven 
Years subsequent to its passing they ayer~ 
aged 1,600 a year, and havo gradually 
decreased until in 1869 there was but one 
death, and he a sailor who brought the 
disease from Sweden, In 1870, so far, 
there bas been but one death if Ireland 
reported. We commend this despatch to 
careful attention of our readers :—

French Prisoners as Hostages. 


Thiers’ Account of Neg tiatious 
with Bismarck. 


Full Details of the Interview. 


Bremen, Noy, 14.—Forty of the French pris- 
oners have been sent hither as hostages for the 
captain and crew of tho Bremen ship Ilegaly 
detained In France. 

Loxpow, Noy. 14,—The following is Ablfshes 
Thiers’ report on his armistice missfon: 


**On the Ist of November he met Bismarck, 
who was perfectly aware of the nature of bis 
mission, as he had recelyed word at same time 
tuat France had notice from the powers that an 
armistice was desired to avold the effusion of 
blood and to allow France, through olection, to 
form a regular Government with which to treat 
effectively. This was all the more evident from 
the fact that Prussia had pretended that owlog 
fo the situation of Franceshe knew not to wbom 
to apply. Bismarck made casual mention that 
the romalns of the Government now at Cassel 
Were the only one recognized by Zurope, and 
that he, however, merely made the remark to 
establish the diplomatic situation, having no 
Intention to meddle with the internal manage- 
ment of France. Thiers immediately answered 
that the Government which precipitated France 
futo the abyss of war so foullshly resolved upon, 
bad forever terminated its existence with ite 
f{ntal career at Sedan, aud would be for France 
but a semblance of shame and grief. Bismarck 
Ald not contest the fact, and made with me an 
examination of the following question of the 
armistlee proposed: To furnish France time for 
the expression of her willas to the Government 
she shoald choose to have to allow the entire 
freedom for elections during the armistice; and 
Jastiy, to permit the revictualling of besieged 
places, and especlallyof Paris. Bismarck seom- 
ed to have no objections to allow any of these 
questions, and after an interview which lasted 
four hours, Thad the right to suppose that we 
should agree on all points and thos conclude 
the first part of the pacification so ardently de- 
sired on both hemispheres. Our conferences 
Were three per day. As I was Impatient to 
achieve result which would occasion as much 
nolse as the cannon wo distinctly hoard, Bis- 
marck assured mo as to the principle of the 
armistice, that he desired as much as any of the 
neutrals to end hostilities, and that he desired 
to see cstablished In Fraace a power which 
might contract lasting engagements, Wo were 
thusion accord on tho essential points. I de~ 
manded from 25 to 30 days armistice, as this 
time was needed for votes and reunion of the 
elected candidates, Bismarck did not contest 
this, and seemed to accept 25 days: Asto the 
elections [Bismarck assured me they should be 
free la the departments occupted by the Pros- 
sans. Hg made, however, a reservation con- 
cerning that portion of territory of the French 
near the German frontier and German in origiv. 
J immediately answered that the armistice must 
not be delayed by the argament of questions 
wich came within the Provinces of a trenty of 
peace. Blemarck sald it was better not to dis- 
cuss there questions, and that he, if not admit 
ting electoral agitation in sald Provinces, would 
not refuse that they be represented in a future 
national assembly by a notable, free in oplaion, 
as other representatives, Wo then arranged as 
to the conduct of thearmles. Bismarck referrad 
this to the Gonerals and to the King, and this 
was the conclusion arrived at, namely Bellig 
eronts wero to stop where they wore on the day 
of signlog the armistice. Lastly oume the ques. 
ton of revictualling, and hero again Bismarck 
wished to consult the military commandors. 
no matters wore deferred to the next day, when 
on the third I saw Blemarck, he seomed noeasy 
and preocoupled, and asked if I had any news 
from Paris, Isald **No.”’ Ho thon sald Paris 
jain revolution anda new Government Je pro- 
elaimed.

Baron,—Tho succosalye alterations whic 
the compromises considered to be the equil- 
torlam of Earope, bave tn these years to under- 
9, haye obliged the Imperial Cabinet to ex- 
Smine the Influence upon the political position 
of Russia resultiog therefrom. Among these 
compromlses that which Interests us most di- 
rectly, Is tho treaty of the 18th and 80th of 
Mareb, 1850, The special convention between 
two powers bordering on the Black Sea, annex- 
ed to thle treaty, contalos an engagement oo 


the part of Russla to limit her naval forces to 


fuconsiderablo dimensions. Ino return this 
teeaty offered her the principle of neutraliza- 
Hiog of that sea. In the view ofalgoatory pow-

Our august master cannot admit in Jaw that 


treaties loferlor in seyeral of thelr essential 
aod general clauses, are only obligatory on 
those which touch direct interests of Lis em- 
pire, and His Imperial Mojesty cannot depoud 
on fiction which has not withstood the test 
of time, and be put Io peril by bis respect for 
eogsgemonts which have not been observed 
in thelr jotegrity.

fo consideration they have, of thelr own 
digolty, lostructed you to declare that his Im- 
perisl Mojosty can no Jonger consider himself 
bound by the obligations of the treaty of the 
18th nud 20th March, 1866, so far as thelr limite 
bave tho right of sovorelgoity in the Black Soa;

own for himself, In discharglog this duty you 


a friendly spirit by the co-signatory Powers, 
but whether they are to accept from her the 
announcement that by her own act, without 
any consent from them, she had released her- 
self from solemn covenant. I need scarcely 
say that Her Majesty’e Government have 
recelved this commuuleation with dee 
regret, because it opens a discussion whieh 
might unsettle the cordial understanding 
{t has been their earnest endeavor to 
maintain with the Russian Empire; and 
for the above mentioned reasons it is impos- 
sible tor Her Majesty’s Government to 
give any sanction on their part to the 
course announced by Prince Gortschakoff. 
If, instead of such a declaration, the Russlan 
Government had addressed Her Mojesty’s 
Government and the other powers who are 
parties to the treaty of 1856, and bad propos- 
ed for consideration with them whether avy- 
thing has occurred which oould amount toan 
infraction of the treaty, or whether there is 
anything in the terms which, from altered 
circumstances, presses with undue severity 
upon Rasala, or which,io the course of events 
had become unnecessary for the duo protec- 
tlon of Turkey, Hor Majeaty’s Government 
would not have refused to examine the ques~ 
tion, in concert with the co.signatories tothe 
treaty, Whatever might have been the result 
of such communications, risk of future com~ 
plications, and a very dangerous precedent as 
to the validity of international obligations 
would Lave been avolded.

Kind of Swine to Breed. 


Every man familiar with the western hog 
markets will appreciate the soundness of 
the following views. of a Correspoaitent 
of the Rural Messenger: Breed the hog 
that matures early, and by this I mean a 
hog that will begin to fatten as soon as 
you begin to feed, and will grow and thrive 
4s long as you are disposed to feed him. 
Ithink no argument is needed to prove the 
most profitable, ifnot the only kind that 
will be profitable at all. Time was when 
we had no market for pork except at cer- 
tain seasons of the year, and farmers made __ 
their arrangements to only have money _ 
once a year, But all these things have 
changed. Money and fat hogs are in de 
mand every day in the year, Hence the — 
necessity und importance of haying the hog 
that matures early, “In order to do this, 
we must get rid of the idea that we cao 
flod a breed that will,in the proper time, 
make hogs to weigh’ five or six’ hundred 
pounds, 

Ihave nodoubt but there are several 
breeds that will do this, if you keep them 
long enough, but the question is whether it” 
1s better to raise (or attempt to raise), one 
hog that will weigh six hundred pounds 
or two that will weigh threo handred 
pounds each? And io answer to this I 
hold that filty hogs can be produced that 
will weigh three hundred pounds each at 
one year old, eusior and wath loss feed than 
twenty-five that will weigh six huo- 
dred pounds. Now, if this be trae, then 
tho argument Is vastly ia favor of the fifty 
three hundred pound hogs, aa that ane, uf 
they are tatand smooth as thoy ought to 
be, will command as good a figure in the 
market as any other, 

Iam in favor of the farmer producing 
the hog that will give him tho best returns 
in tho shortest time, and to do this, dreams 
ot mammoth hogs by the score must be 
abandoned, unless you seek notoriety, aod

It is interesting to know the exact na- 
ture of this treaty, which Russia has 
announced her intention of ignoring, The 
treaty re-established the principles of the 
Convention of 1841, with some changes, 
and re-affirmed the doctrine that’ the 
Turks, nataralized in four centuries, were 
no longer to be regarded as Asiatic nomads 
encamped in Europe, and that, to preserve 
the balance of power, the Ottoman Empire 
must be maintained as a conseryaive ele- 
ment, It provided, among otber things, 
that Turkey should hayethe right to ex- 
clude a}! vessels of war from passing the 
Dardanelles and Bosphorus, and to make 
an exception in favor of light armed yee. 
sels used in diplomatic service, by special 
firmans. It neutralized the Black Sea, by 
declaring it open to the commerce of all 
nations, and by excluding from it war 
vessels of every nationality, whether bound— 
ed by its waters or not and by especially 
prohibiting to Russia and Turkey the 
maintenance of military muritime arsenals 
in its ports, Russia ane Turkey were also 
accorded the right to maintain a certain 
number of small armed revenue cutters for 
coasting service, The integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire was to be preserved. 
The navigation of the Danube was declared 
free to commercial yeesels. The principal- 
ities of Moldaviu and Wallachia, as well as 
Servia, were placed wnder the protecting 
care of the joint powers to the treaty, 
although remaining suzerain to the Sultan 
Christians and Mahommedans were de- 
clared to be cqualin Ottoman dominions, 
and the supremacy of the naval power of

DESERTIONS FROM THE 69TH REGTINENT— 
FIGHT WITH MARINES—CUTLASSES AND 
BAYONETS USED. 


Queprc, Nov. 17.—A very serious diffi- 
culty occurred yesterday o board H. M.S. 
Orontes before leaving this port with the 
69th Regt, It seems that in consequence of 
several of the wives’and families of those 
soldiers who married without leave not being 
allowed to accompany the regiment a large 
number ot the soldiers mutinied, and refused 
to go on board the steamer, All the par- 
ticulars have not yet been made public, in 
consequence of the military authorities 
having exerted themselves to hush the mat- 
ter up, butenough has leaked out to show 
that @ serious collision occurred between the 
soldiers and the blue jackets; that cutlasses 
and bayonets were freely used, and that the 
soldiers were finally overpowered. About 
one hundred of them were seit on board 
under straint,and it is supposed were placed 
inirons. It is known that fully thirty men 
ofthe regimwnt deserted and are now a

She has un- 
dertaken great works of internal improve- — 
ment within recent years, and for this pur- 
pose has borrowed largely in England, 
where it is suspected in some quarters that 
a porilonie™ the money thus obtained has 
been employed in rehabilitating the army, 
which was s0 seriously injured by the 
Crimean war. Whether this supposition 
is correct or not, she has paid a good deal 
of attention to her land forces, and it is 
believed that the army is once more in a 
tolerable state of efficiency. The navy ac- 
cording to the last official statements at 
hand, consisted of 263 steamers and 29 
sailing vessels, in Which numbers were in~ 
cluded, 24 irou clads carrying 149 guns— 
the total number of guns being 8,691, and - 
of men 60,250. bw 

The warlike power of Austria was great- 
ly shaken by the campaigao of 1866, but 
since thon the government hus exerted it- 
self to place the army on better footing. 
Its strength on a peace basis is 850,000 men 
and it could speedily be augmented to 
500,000, with n reserve equally large. The 
navy is comparatively insignificant, con 
sisting of 89 steamers and 20 sailing vessels 
carrying altogether 784 guns and manned 
by about 14,000 sailors and marines. Al- 
though emall it is powerful and did good 
servico in the Adriatic tour years ago.

Building Lime. 


» The American Engineer gives the follow~ 
ing directions for telling good from bad 
lime: 

As it is often of considerable importance 
to those who may wish to use limo for 
any of the purposes for which itis available 
that they should be abloto distinguish a 
good article from that which is of inferior 
quality, we shall describe briefly a few ot 
the common tests by which good lime may 
be distinguished from that which is poor, 
Of two pieces of lime about the same size, 
the heavier will usually be the best. There 
arom few marked exception to this rule, 
butin general it will afford trustworthy 
indications. 

Good lime is greasy and unctuous to the 
touch ; poor lime is dry and gritty; when 
good lime slacks in water it falls quickly, 
causes the water to boil up furiously, and 
gives out a great quantity of heat, The 

slacking of poor lime is attended with but 
a slight boiling of the water, anda small 
jocrease of the heat; moreover, the quantity 
of water required to slack good lime will 
be nearly one half its bulk. Good lime, 
when slacked, will swell to twice its 
original bulk, and if exposed to water con- 
tinually changed, the lime will all be taken 


up without leaviog any residue, Poor 

lime, when slacked, will swell two and a 

half times its original bulk, and there will 

always remain a gritty residuc, no matter 

how much water may be run over it.

Fora long time prisonera in our county Jail 
had boen without any religious services, saye 
whon some minister called to see some erring 
momber of hia own flock, The fact that the pris- 
oners belonged to every denomination was \o 
itself hindrance to any one minister steadily 
visiting them, Had any one them done 60,s0me 
bigoted sectarlan would immediately ralso the 
cry thatthe Rey, Mr, 80 & So, was ‘‘sheep- 
stoaling,” forgetful that the master’s own work 
and example was amongthe lost and erring ongs, 
Our work being carried on by members of overy 
denomination, and the Lord having owned tho 
labours of other Associations In the same fleld, 
the Town Mission Committee resolved to ask 
the Association to allow them to commence 
this important work; the request was unanl- 
mously acceded to, and on Sunday, the 27th 
February, we commenced what has since proyea 
to be an Intoresting fleld of labour, We allow 
the Brethren who have conducted this Bible 
Class to make thelr own report.

The aggregate purchases were 11,200 
boxes. We heard of the purchase of about 
2,000 boxes in Wyoming and Cattaraugus 
counties, during the past week, at 14} to 
15c,

The child’s mouth should be 
frequently supplied with cold water, and if 
the gums aro very red and hot, the little one 
will eagerly play with the water or eat little 
ploces of ioe with avidity; the feet, legs,arms 
aod bands, should always be warm,and above 
all things, exercise in the open alr, either in 
a carriage or what is {ofloitely better, in the 
nurab’s arms, Ono or two drops of the tincture 
of Belladona, mixed in milk, may be given 
everyday, It is advocated for this medicine 
that it will prevent scarlet fever or modify the 
violence of the disease, I think that Bella- 
dona has certainly such an effect.and without 
clalming for it any specific action, I always 
eniploy it whon an epidemic fs prevailing, 80 
as to tnke advantage of whatevor benefit may 
be obtained by its use. Itisalso an excellent 
remedy during ditficult teething, but the 
greatest care should be taken. by parents in 
{ts uso, Belladona (deadly nightshade) \s 
very polsonous medicine, and for children so 
young any carelessness might lead to very 
wopleasant results, My plan {s to put three 
or fourdrops ina wine glass of milk or 
sweotened water, and give a teaspoonful two 
or threo times a day.

I 
have already referred to tho diet of children 
and will now repeat that unless strict attention 
Is glven to the quality, quantity and whole- 
someness of the food, all remedies will be 
useless. . 

Io reference to the cure of Deafness, thero te 
yery little tobe sald. It is a subject of great 
interest, and would require a small volume to 
be written for the purpose of detalllng the 
yarious symptoms, slyos, &c., of disease. A 
few general biote, however, may be given. I 
bayo already stated that nervous deafness is of 
ail the affections of the ear the least palilable, 
Ihave frequently koown children to be so deaf 
that ordinary talking would not be heard, and 
sometimes after a fit of sneezing a child would 
be suddenly restored to perfect hearlog. This 
Is caused by forelng the alr throuch the Eusta- 
¢hlan tube Into the internal ear, which has been 
blocked up with mucous. ‘the sudden forclog 
of the alr in the effort of snerzing has opencd 
Up the bitherto occluded canal, Even deaf 
mutes havo been known to get thelr hearlug by 
judicious treatment Iu removing obstruction of 
this kind from the Zustachian tube by means 
ofthe ‘alr douche,’ as it fs called, introduced 
by means of an elastic tubo with syringe attach- 
ad, passed through the nostrils into the small 
Opening of the Eustachian canal at the back of 
the throat,

The 
cause of the accident was not a defect in 
the rail, but the result of a broken axle.

Another Globe Falschood, 


The Globe of to-day contains another 
evidence of its recklessness when dealing 
with the Grand Trunk Railway, or its offi- 
cials, In noticing the case of embezzlement 
to which we referred a few days ago, it 
says 

““On Friday last four officials of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad were prrested, charged with 
belpg concerned In a series of frauds on the 
Company. The offenders were two conductors 
pamed Dalton and Christopher, and two station 


agents named Jarvie (Belleville), and Ryan 
(Brighton)."” 


This statement is, to say the least of it, 
infamous, so far as it relates to Mr. Jarvis, 
who is one of the most trustworthy men 
in the employ of the Company. From en- 
quiry of those who have been investigating 
the charge against Ryan, Dalton, and 
Christopher, we are enabled to state, that 
Mr, Jarvis is as innocent of the crime attri- 
buted to him by the Globe, ns the Manag- 
ing Director ot that journal, bimself, It 
is to be regretted that the @lode is not satis- 
fled with traducing the general manage- 
ment of the Road, without attempting to 
ruin the character of all connected with it. 
Dalton and Obristopher have been held to 
bail, and Ryan committed for trial, bail 
being refused. We hope to give the par- 
ticulars of this case to-morrow,

It hus been supposed that the mitrail- 
leuseisarecent invention, This is an 
error, A correspondent of the Sun writes 
us thathe has before bim drawings and 
specifications of a similur contrivance, pa- 
tented in England 15th May, 1718,-over a 
hundred years, which tukes all the shine 
and novelty out of the Hitchcock and Galt- 
ing, and Louis Napoleon arrangements in 
this line. The patent is issued in favor of 
one “James Puckle, ot our city of London 
gent. Witness ourselfes yo Fifteenth day 
ot May, iu the fourth year of our regime,” 
The specitication is dated July 25, 1718. 
The accompanying drawing shows the 
piece to have been fired from a tripod, or 
trepied, as'1t is called. The revolving 
breech bas nine chambers ; when these are 
exbausted another, ready-loaded, is fur- 
nisbed, and the whole arrangement ia turn- 
ed rapidly by a coffee mill handle. These 
nesta of chambera are of two kinds—one to 
be loaded with round balls, the other with 
square missiles, Tho inventor was a gen- 
uine Eoglish Yankee, Thero iia strong 
mixture of humanitarian sentimentality und 
grim piety mingled with his destructive 
ingenuity.

The French maintaloed thelr positions up to 


Prassia at the outbreak of the present war, 
Gortschakoff had several interviews wih 
King William and Bismarck before their 
departure for the seatof war, The neu- 
trality of Russia was the principle object 
of the negotiations, and Gortscuakoff then 
as areward for the ncutrality of Russia, 
demanded the acquiescence of Prussia in 
the abolition of that part of the Paris 
treaty which forbids Rossia froin keeping 
afleetonthe Black Sea. Bumarck ac- 
cepted the proposition, anil it was then 
mutually understood that the claim of Rus 
sia should be first pabliely pur forward on } 
the conclusion of pen: Prossio 
und Frince. By this srraouement Bis 
marck was enabled by the middle of Au-

England. 


(From'the Palt Mall Gazette) _ 

Tt is so important that the people of this 
country should seriously face the question — 
of military organization that we make no 
apology for returning)to the subject. The — 
events of the past few weeks have been 
pregnant with instruction and warning 


cance beside the one great troth which they 
bring hone to us, that it behoves a nation 
which would maintain its independence 
and integrity to be in the highest senso 
prepared for war. Is what has proved so 
fearfally possible in France impossible a 
England? Half our sense of security rests 
upon an unexpressed feeling that the thing » 
is impossiblo simply because we cannot 
realize it. ‘Tliat England is very far from 
impregnable now will hardly bo seriously 
disputed. Wedo not propose to go over 
the wearisome calculations es to the exact _ 
number of bayonets ayailable,which always — 
end by showing thut our military force is 
quite inadequate to our need. We assume 


defence. What then do werequire? No 
one, we think, who cares to observe recent 
events can fail to notice that three funda- 
mental reauirements must be satisfied to 
produce a strong military system—num— 
bers, efficiency and organization. On each 
of these points the present war is pre-emi= 
nently successful, It 1s tho harmonious 
union of these three qualificalions which 
Have maiuly carved for the German nation 
ite present position. In 1860 and in 1870 
it has been so, When men went about exe 
claiming that the needle gun had won the 
Bohemian campaign, thoughtful men said, 
No, it isa higher power than the needle 
gun, Thatisono factor only—one element 
only in one of the three principal quulifica- 
tions—efliciency. And the proved valuo 
of numbers, efficiency and organization in 
the present war, no one will dispute, Teas 
further to bo recognized that any one or 
two of these elements without the other 
will not secure the desired result, 

How are these elements to be obtained 1 
There ore, as faras we can see, bur two 
ways—by maintaining o standing army, or 
by atlopting the national military system, 
It is hardly necessary to set forth the objec. 
tions to a largo standing army. Sach an 
instrament of evil and extravagance is 
repngnent to English feeling, opposed to the 
spint of our national oxistonce, and would 
not be tolerated for a moment, Under tho 
influence of a panic we might consent to the 
establishment of a large standing army, but 
with the return of peaco thatarmy would be 
immediately reduced, Nor isa large stand 
ing army necessarily favorable to eflicienoy, 
On the contrary, thero is apt to be a want of 
freshness aud elasticity about i; there is 
uptto grow around it a choking couserva~ 
tism, andwith a largo standing army

We read in one of the histories 
that St. Andrew was one the Twelve Apos- 
tles, born at Betbsaida. The namo of his 
father was Jonas, and he was tho brother 
of St. Peter. He was first a disciple of 
John the Baptist, and the first called of the 
disciples ot Jesus Christ, to whom he 
brought his brother, Simon, afterwards 
called Peter, and is hence called by some 
of the fathers “the Rock before the Rock.” 
Of his Apostolic labors, nothing is said in 
the Acts of the Apostles. According to 
Origen, he preached in Scythia. St. Jerome 
says that he preached also in Achaia, and 
other ancient writers say also in Sogdiana, 
and Colcbis, Argos and Epirus. He is 
honored as the principal patron of Scot- 
land. Tradition reports that he was cruci- 
fled at Patras, in Achaia, on a cross of the 
well-known form, ‘X,’(cruz decussata,)hence 
called St. Andrew's cross,

The original oat from which this wonder- 
ful has sprung, having 
found in some peas that were supposed to 
have come from Norway induced Mr, Rams- 
dell to call them Norway Oats, and specula- 
tora began importing seed from Norway, 
thinking to procure some of the same kind 
but failed entirely, 

During the past two seasons the Norways 
have been tested in various parts of Canada 
as woll us the United States, and have proved 
vastly suporlor to any of the common va~ 
rietios, 

Adam Rankin, proprietor of the Premium 
Farm of Illiniols, says last year that he 
grew the following varieties of oats: Sur- 
prise, Potatoe, Black Swedish, White Swe- 
dish, White Shonen, Russian and Ramedell 
Norway. The Norways were better in qual- 
ity, and in yield doubled that of all the 
others, one bushel of this seed yielding as 
much #8 five bushels of the Surprise, and 
were far the best for feed,

stalks very tall and so strong, that they 
seldom if ever lodge. 

Third, The extraordinary size of the heade, 
often more than eighteen inches long, well 
loaded with grain.

day tbe forte around Paris particularly those on 
tho south maintained a furious cannonade mere- 
ly to cover a sortie in force. On Monday the 
Parlslans came out toward L'Aay supported by 
four gunboats in the Seine, At this poiot the 
positions of the sixth Prussian corps were 
attacked flercely and simultancously. Other 
sorties were made in other directions with o 
view probably to prevent reinforcements to the 
sixth corps. In all cases, however, the French 
were repulsed and driven back behind thelr for- 
tifcations, Tho entire Prassian loss in these 
actions was only 7officers and a few hundred 
men, while the French lost 1,600 in prisoners 
along, 

Tho French havo been badly beaten uear 
Amiens, ‘Lbelr army was totally routed and 
fied towards Arras. Four Fronch guos were 
captured, 

On Monday, tho 28th, the main body of the 
army of the Lojro attempted to force a passago 
toward Fontalobleau by heavy genoral attack. 
They first encountered 108 Prusslao corps at 
Beaune, 26 miles north of Orleans, The Prus- 
slans were quickly relnforced with the Sth tn- 
fontry and lst cavairy. The Freoch onslaught 
was repulsed, heavy loss in killed, wounded and 
prisoners, especially the latter. Falling in this 
attempt, tho army ot the Loire withdrow. 

Vensaicces, Nov. 80, (noon).—It now appears 
that the greater part of the French army of tha 
Lolre was eugaged against the Prussian 10th 
corps at Beaune, on Monday. From additional 
particulars which have Just come to hand tn the 
reports of commanders, there ls no question 
but that the defest was most completo, At 
Teast 1,000 killed were left oa the field by the 
fleolng French. 

Ono thousand seven hundred unwounded 
prisoners had beon captured by the Germans 
at the Jast socouots, and the number was 
constantly increasing as tho Prussians wero 
{n close pursult. 

A sortie from Parla was made in tho direc- 
tlon of St. Cloud on Monday, it was enally 
ropalsed by the Prasslsne who suffered only 
a slight loss.
